“Prior to settlement by the white 
men, this region was occupied for 
64 years, viz. 1769-1833, by Pottawa 
ttomie Indians; previous to that by 
the Miami Confederacy, who occu­ 
pied this region at the time of La 
Salle’s first visit in 1681, which is 
the remotest period known to the 
historian regarding this section. 
“The first settler in what is now 
Wheeling 
township 
was 
a Mr, 
Sw eet, who arrived in March, 1833, 
selected a claim in Section 13 (a 
little south of present 
Wheeling 
Village) and built a cabin in which 
he lived until the following Sep­ 
tember when he sold his right of 
squatter’s claim and his cabin to 
George Strong, who became the 
first permanent white settler in 
the township. 
At that time, his 
nearest neighbor on the north was 
a Captain Wright, who was said to 
be the only 
settler 
between the 
Strong place and Waukegan. 
“On Sept. 26, 1833, the treaty 
with the Pottawattomies was rati< 
fled, after w’hich settlers came ii&the

The next year they re­ 
turned and located on Section 29 (in 
what is now Arlington Heights.) 
Ephraim and Charles Morrison set­ 
tled in Section l l (south side of 
present Wheeling village) in 1837, 
Conrad Miller came the same year. 
George Metz 
located 
on Section 
12. 
His brothers-in-law, 
Ludwig 
Fisher and George Graff, came soon 
after, together with many others 
whose names cannot now be ascer­ 
tained. 
During this year the gov­ 
ernment survey was made, after 
which settlers came in more rapid­ 
ly than before. 
“The population in 1900 was 3,- 
010. 
Only three are now (1900) 
living in the township who came 
before 1837, viz: Luther W. and 
John B. Whiting, and D. K. Drap­ 
er, who settled in Elk Grove, but 
for many years have been identified 
with Wheeling.”

SALES TAX

Governor Homer’s 
new 2 per 
cent sales tax bill became a law 
w’ith the signing of the main bill 
and its companion bills Wednesday 
noon, and goes into effect tomor­ 
row (Saturday) morning. The tax 
of two per cent is to be collected 
by retail merchants, 
to include 
farmers selling their own products tent leadership and care.

When he was one year old his 
parents came with him to the pres­ 
ent home which was his home all 
his life. 
Here he spent his boy­ 
hood days and here he lived until 
death. 
•In August, 1889, he married Miss 
Louise Nohren, his devoted help­ 
mate and lifetime companion. Two 
daughters were born to them, Hel­ 
en, a dear afflicted child whose life 
of 20 years, leaves a testing mem­ 
ory with all who knew her as the 
fragrance of a lovely flower, too 
frail for earth; Lilian, the second 
daughter, now well and popularly 
known as Lilian Draper Klehm, is 
with her mother in their desolate 
home. 
The funeral of Dr. Draper was 
held in his home Monday, June 19, 
Dr. H. A. Kossack of the Presbyter­ 
ian church, of which he had been 
a member since 1900, had the ser­ 
mon and directed the service. There 
was a large attendance, many of 
his Woodstock friends were 'Pres­ 
ent. The singing by the Woodstock 
quartette was impressively beau­ 
tiful and greatly 
comforting to 
Mrs. Draper and 
her 
daughter. 
There were masses and banks of 
flowers from both 
old 
and new 
friends; one 
especially 
beautiful 
piece from Dr. Robinson, of Spring­ 
field, who deeply regretted his in­ 
ability to be present. The pall­ 
bearers were of his loyal friends 
from Arlington Heights, Dr. 
El- 
feld, Dr. Gibbs and 
Mr. 
George 
Klehm; the other three were his 
newer friends from Woodstock, Dr. 
Hess, Dr. Lichty, and Mr. Charles 
Aismus. The burial was in the fam­ 
ily lot in Arlington Heights ceme­ 
tery. 
Dr. Draper leaves to mourn their 
loss his life time companion and 
devoted wife, and his loving daugh­ 
ter, Lilian, beside these scores of 
lifetime friends in his old home 
town and many new found friends 
at Woodstock. 
Dr. Draper’s father was for 
many years, leader of the church 
choir and early trained his son to 
sing. 
His mother was a graduate 
of Wheaton college and for fifteen 
years president and the 
leading 
spirit of the Woman’s club. From 
her he inherited the love of reading 
and was a lover of that education­ 
al factor all his life. 
The 
best 
magazines helped 
him 
to keep 
abreast of the times, even in his 
busy life. 
He was a great lover of nature, 
especially birds, especially did he 
do all in his power to protect the 
native birds and much did he suffer 
in seeing them driven from their 
native haunts. 
All dumb animals 
were in his thought and care, and 
at his home where he was aided by 
his wife and daughter, all these 
helpless creatures 
found 
safety 
and protection. 
Dr. Draper was a kind neighbor, 


an honest man and a loyal friend. 
He finished the schools-of his home 
town, and later went to Mount Car­ 
mel, Mass., He took a course in 
McKillips Veterinary college, and 
from there he was graduated in 
1902. 
Dr. Draper practiced in the 
surrounding country for 22 years. 
He was appointed Veterinary of 
McHenry county, with his office at 
Woodstock, which position he held 
for ten years. 
He was active in 
practice until a short time before 
his death. 
Dr. Draper w’as a member of the 
Presbyterian choir and the test 
survivor of the men’s quartette; the 
others preceding him in death wTere 
James Beaumont, H. G. Lorenzen, 
and E. C. Smith. 
He 
enjoyed 
entertaining 
his 
friends in his home and the Draper 
home at Hillside farm was the cen­ 
ter of old time 
hospitalities; in 
these Mrs. Draper was the moti­ 
vating spirit and in this all shared. 
The long months of suffering in 
which he was tenderly cared for by 
his faithful wife, are to her a preci­ 
ous memory. For ten years he had 
so lived in his work, it had been 
his absorbing object. In those test 
days in his home he lived as in the 
old home days—business wTas to 
him no more. 
There are three 
instances 
in 
which I recall the real character 
of Dr. Cyrus Draper. One is when 
he took the part of Mordecai, the 
Jew, in the 
cantata 
of “Queen 
Esther” years ago. 
He 
gave a 
marvelous 
presentation 
of 
that 
strong, historic character. 
Indeed 
he became that character himself, 
when his clear tenor voice rang 
out in scathing denunciation of the 
wrongs his people were made to 
endure. 
Then the pathos and ear­ 
nest entreaty of that memorable 
prayer—in all this he was himself. 
Again, in his home, when he 
made a heroic effort to overcome 
the agony of 
physical 
suffering 
that he might address the Wom­ 
an’s club, on “Our Native Birds.” 
He stood there among 
the fine 
specimens he has so skillfully pre­ 
served and gave an account of our 
birds, now so rapidly becoming ex­ 
tinct. 
His talk was earnest in its 
appeal to stay the 
slaughter of 
these native birds. 
It was inform­ 
ing and. appealing. In it Dr. Drap­ 
er was himself and left an impres­ 
sion not to be lost. 
Again we saw him when he came 
to our home soon after his return 
from the hospital when he learned 
the end of earth life was near. Al­ 
ways a devout believer in God and 
in prayer, he came to us ■with the 
light of a deeper hope and a firm­ 
er faith in God, written 
on his 
countenance. He had set his house 
in order and was ready in submis­ 
sion to God’s will to be ready to go 
at the Master’s call. Then we saw 
the real, his mother’s ideal; his 
wife’s and daughter’s loving hus­ 
band and father; and in that mem­ 
ory we know that God, our Father, 
will care for and comfort them. He 
has promised “Even as a mother 
comforteth her child, so will I com- 
i fort you.”

TIRE PRICES 
WILL ADVANCE 
SATURDAY, JULY I 


“Since 1926 the trend 
of tire 
prices has been steadily downward 
and they are still 55 per cent be­ 
low the point at which they were 
nine years ago, even with the two 
recent increases this 
year,” said 
Elroy Winkelman, local Goodyear 
dealer. 
Information received this week 
by him are that there will be an ad­ 
vance of IO to 12 per cent Saturday, 
July I with the upward movement 
“But with the upward movement 
of general commodity prices, raw 
material prices, especially cotton 
and crude rubber which have shown 
sharp increases since April, tires 
are certain to go higher. 
“At any rate, tire 
prices are 
about at the same level as they 
were a year ago, and my advice to 
those who are in the market is to 
buy now before prices go up again. 
Further explaining his conten­ 
tion, Mr. 
Winkelman said that 
crude rubber was selling at three 
cents per pound 
in April, while 
early in June it reached six and a 
quarter cents per pound, or more 
than double. 
Cotton, on the other hand, has 
climbed from seven and^ a half cents 
per pound to nearly eleven cents 
early in June, an increase of 46 per 
cent. 
“I give you these figures,” Mr. 
Winkelman told the 
Herald “not 
because I want to scare people into 
buying tires, but because I see the 
certainty of increased prices as a 
natural sequence of what will cer­ 
tainly follow with the return of bet­ 
ter business conditions.” 
Tire business at the Winkelman 
Tire and Battery Shop store, has 
shown a steady improvement in the 
past several weeks, reflecting the 
effect of the national administra­ 
tion’s “New Deal.”

The directors declar­ 
ed the regular quarterly dividends 
on the six per cent and seven per 
cent preferred stocks, payable on 
the same date as the dividend on 
the common stock. 
The reduction m dividends on 
the common stock was necessitated 
by the reduction in rates w’hich will 
become effective July I. These re­ 
ductions were tendered in response 
to pressure of the 
Illinois Com­ 
merce Commission, and will reduce 
revenues from electric and gas 
business in excess of $1,000,000 a 
year. 
The reduction affecting the 
electric 
rates 
includes the new 
three per cent Federal tax on resi­ 
dential and commercial 
business 
transferred by recent act of Con­ 
gress from the consumer to the 
producer. 
The Company has already made 
drastic economies in operating ex­ 
penses to offset the large loss of 
revenue due to the general busi 
ness situation. 
The directors de­ 
cided that in order to cooperate 
with President 
Roosevelt 
in his 
present recovery program , no re­ 
ductions in wages should be made. 
Present estim ates indicate th at 
the gross business of the Company 
for 1933 will be about 5 per cent 
less than for the preceding year 
The decrease in revenue, the in­ 
creases in taxation and the reduc­ 
tions in rates for 
both gas and 
electricity make necessary, in the 
judgm ent of the Board, the reduc 
tion in the rate of dividend in or­ 
der to m aintain the Company on a 
sound basis.
